"I love the game; it's very 
fascinating lo me. The complexity 
and skill needed to be good are 
very challenging," says Nuwan. 

His love of the game is evi- 
dent. According to Suriyagoda he 
placed third equal inCla^A(com- 
petitivechess has three levels: class 
A, expert, and master) at the Na- 
t 1 onal Open Chess Championships 



in 1998 and was division Class A 
Alabama State Champion in 1997. 
He also recently had an impre 
sive 14th place finish at the World 
Open in Philadelphia this sum- 
mer. According to Nuwan, the 
World Open is one of the United 
States's biggest and most presii 
gious chess events. 

He continues to play as 
many tournaments as he can af- 
ford. He has attended some 
through endorsements and hopes 
to obtain more sponsoring in the 
fulure for other upcoming events. 

Chess isn't just for college 
students though; it's a game that 
can be played by anyone any- 
where and has been a staple in 
learned society as long as history 
has been recorded.

If this sounds a little familiar that's 
because, as the Shelton State Courier 
pointed out way back in our fifth issue 
during the spring, we have been need- 
ing a traffic light here at the new cam- 
pus for quite some time. 

New developments at the city 
council may finally yield a solution to 
theeveryday grind of getting to school. 

As reported in the Tuscaloosa 
News 

An agreement between the Ala- 
bama Department of Transportation 
and the city may signal the end to 
traffic headaches near the Shelton State 
Community College campus. 

The Tuscaloosa City Council 
voted unanimously Thursday to ap- 
prove an agreement with the State to 
install a traffic signal at the intersec- 
tion of County Road 95 and the access 
road to Shelton State Community Col- 
lege. 

Traffic at the intersection is 
known to back up almost to the 



Taylorville Corners shopping cen- 
ter between 7:15 a.m. and 8 a.m. as 
parents and students of Shelton, 
Hillcrest High School and 
Englewood Elementary School 
jockey for space heading onto the 
three respective campuses. Hillcrest 
Middle School is also in th rea. 

The choke point is the four- 
way stop where Mae Hinton Boule- 
vard intersects Old Highway 69 
South at the Shelton State entrance. 

The city started working with 
Shelton and State officials as early 
as March to correct the problem, but 
working out the details of the agree- 
ment proved difficult, and it was 
only this week that a solution was 
agreed upon. 

No date has been set for the 
signal's installation. 

"We wanted to get this done 
before the school year started in 
August," said Councilman Joe 
Powell.

that requires 55 semester hours of study at 
Shelton State. There are a series of courses 
offered at Shelton that are required to 
attain adiesel mechanics certificate. DEM 
104 Basic Engines, DEM 123 Pnumatics 
& Hydraulics, DEM 125 Heavy Vehicle 
Drive Trains, and VTE 101 Technical 
Communication Skills are just a few of the 

required courses. 

The students learn all there is to 
know about the wonderful world of die- 
sel. This program trains students to re- 
move, repair, install and maintain diesel 
engines that power heavy trucks, busses, 
boats, and contracting equipment. The 



principles of diesel engines are taught and rein- 
forced in lab exercises using actual diesel equip- 
ment. The most emphases is placed on diesel 
engines, but all others components of equip- 
ment and gas engines are covered. 

Dean Britt Turner says that John Speights 
is doing a great job with this program. Tuner 
believes that the need for diesel mechanics will 
remain constant. He would like for more stu- 
dents to become involved with this program 
because of its many benefits (job availability, 
good job placement, and a very specialized and 
focussed career). "Diesel mechanics is a great 
field to get into. The wages are anywhere from 
15 to 16 dollars per hour and there's great job 
availability," Turner says.

Recognizing the need for students to be able 
to better understand \s hat they are reading. Shelton 
State will now be offering two classes on instruct- 
ing students how to read effectively. 

Developmental Reading II and III (RDG 
084 and 085 ) are courses designed to help someone 
who has basic reading skills. These classes instruct 
the student in reading comprehension, expanding 
vocabulary, increasing reading rate, developing 
study skills, and writing reviews. 

Critical Reading for College (RDG 114), for 
the traditional student, is now being ottered to 
students at Shelton State who want to learn how to 
increase their reading rate, toexpand their vocabu- 
lary, and to improve comprehension skills. 

RDG I 14 is a college credit course and will 
tran ; to most four-year institutions.
